A graduate of Central High School in 
Newark, Mrs. Jenkins was a teen 
columnist with the Afro-American 
Newspaper in the mid-1950s. She | 
was a community organizer and Æ 
president of the Newark NAACP Youth an in 
the late 1950s and early 1960s. Mrs. Jenkins also 
worked for Western Electric Co. in Union Township 
for 15 years, and left in the early 1980s to start 
We're at Your Service,” a residential cleaning ser- 
vice. Mrs. Jenkins helped organize several demon- 
strations during the civil rights movement, and 
E fought to help African-Americans win public 
office. 


She, along with other members of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church denomination visited 
South Africa to help build a nursery school near 
Johannesburg. After a first visit in 1991, she re- 
turned two years later with money for the school. 
During the second visit, she met Nelson Mandela, 
who had been released from prison. Other activities 
were less public. Mrs. Jenkins visited children suf- 
fering with AIDS, stopping at wards at University 
Hospital and elsewhere. 


MAURICE VENERI, 89 

labor representative 

During a decades-ling career as a labor leader, Mr. 
Veneri rose through the ranks and spoke out exten- 
sively on issues of interest to the working man. He 
was employed at Westinghouse in Newark, was 
president of Local 426, International Union of Elec- 
trical Radio and Machine Workers, AFL-CIO. He 
was also assistant to the president of IUE's District 
3, representing thousands of workers in New York 
and New Jersey. He was subsequently elected presi- 
dent of the NJ Industrial Union Council. 


JOE HENDERSON, 64 

Sax master 

Winner of four Grammys in the 1990s, he had not 
played or recorded since suffering a stroke in late 
1998. But the 1990s were Henderson's decade, 
bringing him a degree of recognition he failed to re- 
ceive in earlier years, desite his reputation among 
fellow musicians, and some critics, as one of the 
most original and inventive tenor saxophonists of 
his generation.

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The force behind the spirited and committed efforts of 
the students is a dedicated principal, Laura W. Trim- 
mings. For the past thirteen years, she has been in 
the same facility previously 
known as Vernon L. Davey 
Middle School, located in East 
Orange, New Jersey. After what 
was probably the most demo- 
cratic system of inquiry, on No- 
vember 5, 1995, Cicely Tyson 
School of Performing and fine 
Arts was born. After contacting Mrs. 
Tyson to obtain permission to use her 
name, certain ties to East Orange con- 
vinced her to lend her name only if she 
could play an integral part in the develop- 
ment of the school. Since that time, Mrs. Tyson has brought nu- 
merous artists to lecture and teach as well as teaching herself. 


Presently there are 700 youngsters between 
the ages of 11 to 18 enrolled in grades 6 
through 12. Mrs. Trimmings’ most pressing 
concern is that this school become a true art 
school. In the year 2000, the forty two (42) 
senior graduates earned $900,000 in scholar- 
ships. As of May 31st, 2001, 54 young people 
have garnered $620,000 in scholarships. Her 
goal is to send every student to a facility of 
higher learning. Although the students come 
from all walks of life and economic status, 
only college prep courses are offered. It is also Mrs. Trimmings’ 
hope that eventually, all admissions will be based solely on the 
audition process.
